In Dalmatia fish is usually prepared 
quite simply. It is either broiled* or 
cooked with oil and chopped parsley 
poured over. But there are some spe¬ 
cial recipes characteristic for certain 
parts of the coast and for the islands.

Put fish, 2 quarts fresh water, 1 quart 
sea water in a pot. Before the water 
comes to a boil, add onion, garlic, oil, 
parsley, bay leaf and peppercorns. 
When it boils, add ^ cup white wine 
and the tomatoes quartered. Cook for 
about 20 minutes. Remove the fish 
carefully, strain the soup and let set. 
Bring to a boil, add rice and cook. If 
some fish has been boiled, for example 
dog's teeth, common mullet or grouper, 
use the stock in making the soup. Their 
heads and tails may be added. 

Brodet is. a Dalmatian speciality 
and each part of Dalmatia has its own 
recipe for this fish stew.

When the fish is fried, 
add vinegar, wine and a little water 
and simmer for 1 hour. This stew is 
usually cooked in a rather shallow, un¬ 
covered earthenware dish. Shake the 
dish from time to time, but do not 
stir. Before serving, sprinkle with chop¬ 
ped parsley. 

Brodet is served with polenta or 
with fluffy white rice.

The Ancient- Walled 
City of 
Dubrovnik, 

in southern Dalmatia, is a reposi¬ 
tory of cultural and historical 
treasures. One thousand years 
old, Dubrovnik is a unique urban 
entity and even today reflects the 
social and economic structure of 
the former republic. 

Fortification of the city started 
immediately after its foundation 
by refugees from the destroyed 
city of Epidauros (Cavtat). Walls 
were built in the late 13th cen¬ 
tury, similar in size to those of 
today, while defence towers were 
added in the 14th century. With 
the coming of firearms, Dubrov¬ 
nik or Ragusa, as it was generally 
called in the West, was among 
the first European cities to make 
use of gunpowder and cannon. 
Today, thanks to the solid con¬ 
struction of the walls, tourists are 
able to walk along them and get 
a panoramic view of the city, 
with its roofs, bell-towers, cupo¬ 
las, monastery cloisters and stone 
palaces in the Romanesque, 
Gothic, Renaissance or Baroque 
styles (14th-18th centuries). They 
will also behold Stradun — the 
city’s main street — lined with 
noble Baroque fa 9 ades recon¬ 
structed after the worst of a 
series of earthquakes (1667) and 
fires (1706). 

The city is a museum of art, 
musical, literary and scientific 
exhibits. We can enjoy Dubrov¬ 
nik on the shore, in its streets and 



squares, in churches, in palaces 
and their courtyards, in galleries 
and archives. The annual 
Dubrovnik Summer Festival 
stages events in all those places. 

On the cliffs above, in the blue 
Adriatic, along the jagged coast¬ 
line we discover new wonders 
not far from the city: Dubro- 
vafika Rijeka (the Dubrovnik 
river) with the former summer 
houses of its landed gentry, the 
new tourist complexes, ancient 
Cavtat and the picturesque folk¬ 
lore of Konavli, as well as the 
typically Mediterranean islands 
of Mljet and Lokrum. Dubrovnik 
has long since earned the title of 
the most beautiful town in 
Yugoslavia.
